They have been learning where 
it is located, its latitude and longitude. 
its relation to other countries, its size 
as a grand division and a comparison 
of size with that of others. Then 
has come its surface features, its high- 
lands and lowlands, distribution 
mountains and plains, the comparison 
of these with those of Europe; climate 
and what determines it, its countries in 
general and their size as compared with 
each other and countries in other parts 
the world. China taken up as a 
distinct subject because of its import- 
nike as a country of Asia, its antiquity, 
relation to the United States and 
its commerce. Its location as compared 
with. Russia and its advantage’ of loca- 
tion are discussed, its size and the com- 
parison of it with other countries. Last 
Monday the classes had advanced to a 
consideration. of its surface conditions, 
its highlands, lowlands and other featurs. 

All of the four subdivisions, A, B, 
C and D. had the same lesson. The 
A’s talked about the silt carried down 
by the rivers and deposited over a wide 
area of ground enriching it for cultiva- 
tion, of what was grown there and 
what they did with it and how the peo- 
ple lived, all brought out with graphic 
detail.~ 

The C division went more slowly. It 
told how the rains in the moun- 
tains caused the rivers to rise and flood 
the lands through which they passed, 
that this was particularly notable of 
the two large rivers of China, named 
the Yangtze and the Hoangho. It was 
explained that in their rush down the 
mountains the waters picked: up rich 
mold which they carried along with 
them and as they passed over the lands 
much of it was left on the lowlands. 
making them more fertile. An illustra- 
tion of this was made by means of the 
water mains at home. When the engine 
companies have been washing the streets 
or have drawn much water with great 
force in an effort to put out a fire, the 
children.are reminded that the water 
they have drawn from their pipes at 
home has been muddy, and if they let 
it become quiet it would settle to the 
bottom.

They 
were asked many questions about what 
they had been told, why it was the 
people lived by the rivers and why they 
went to them to fish.

T is frequently said that men do not 
-2 read for eultural purposes, They 
ignore the great masterpiccés of the past 
--what De Quincy called the literature of 
power—and confine themselves to prac 
tical, and, for the most part, ephemeral 
books. . 

But this indictment 
modern reader is perhaps not as terrible 
as it seems. The so-called omnivorous 
readers of the past were not really 
omnivorous at all. They were omnivor- 
ous simply as far as the classics were 
concerned. Men like Milton and Mon- 
taigne read practically everything handed 
iown by the ancients and ignored modern 
books almost entirely. The reader of 
Gibbon’s Autobiography (a more enter- 
taining book in some respects than his 
great history) will observe the power- 
ful bias of his thought toward the 
works of the great ancients 

Macaulay in one of his 
enumerates the works he had read dur-

vear, “During the last 13 months,” he 
said. “I have read Exschvlus twice, 
Sophocles twice, Euripides twice, Pindar 
twice, Callimachus, Apollonius. Rhodius, 
Quintus, Calaber, Theocritus twice, 
Herodotus, Thucydides, almost al! of 
XNenophon’s works, almost all of Plato; 
Aristotle’s Politics and a good deal of 
his Organon, besides dipping elsewhere 
in him; the whole books of Athenacus. 
Plautus twiee, Terence once, Lucretius 
twice, Catullus, Tibullus, Propertius; 
Lucan, Statius, Silius Italicus, Livy, Vel- 
leius Paterenlus, Sallust, Caesar and 
lastiv Cicero.” 


The above list of books taken by itself 
seems to indicate that the great English 
historian thought that no books worth 
reading had been published for at least 
18 or 20 centuries. One of Emerson's 
rules regarding reading was: “Never read 
a book until it is a year old.” But the 
unformulated rule of the great readers of 
the classics Was: “Never read a book 
until it is 2000 vears old.” This is a 
practical admission that the race stopped 
thinking in ancient times, and the art 
of literary expression. like the “Lost 
Arts” of Wendell Phillips. has perished 
from among men.

Each leaf and dot is 
tarted «et the Jower part and the stitch 
anted slightly upward, the purled or 
Duttonhdled part being brought to the 
outer edge. ‘Phe straight lines are done 
in the outline stitch. Mercerized cotton, 
yo. 20, in white or eolored should be 
ed for the embroidery. 

In taking off this pattern, lay a piece 
of impression paper ‘upon the material,

The architects are averse 
to advertising, but it is probable that at 
an early meeting of the New York chap- 
ter of the American Institute of Archi 
tects the subject will be discussed. 

It said that the absence archi- 
tects’ names on buildings often subjeqts 
architects to much trouble and 
eXtra expense. It frequently happens 
that an architect is engaged to remodel 
an old structure. If the remodeled build-

alterations must post flapr loads. If 
is fortunate enough to know the name of 
the architect who drew the original plans - 
or of the man who made subsequent 
changes, he can obtain from him rs 
Which will make the plannifig of alter- 
ations simple work.

This search sometimes entails severa} 
days. No one can guess accurately 
within five vears the date of the comple- 
tion of a building. There are many in.

The 
custom ‘of signing the name of the ar- 
chitect to a building is common in Eu 
rope, especially in France. 

The custom of signing buildings woul 
benefit not only architects, but property 
owners and buvers. It would aid the 
owner in locating the description of ; 
building which was to remodelled 
because with little trouble he could 
learn the floor-carrying capacity, whether 
not it was of fireproof construction. 
etc. The buyer could prove the truth 
or falsity of a seller's assertion. Fur- 
it would increase an archi 
tect’s sense of responsibility and spur 
him to do his best work.

IN DISCUSSING the proposed closer union of 
the cities and towns of the Greater Boston 
“Real district, a question naturally arises as to 
whether opposition to the plan from a number

sary agreement. Various answers to this 
interrogation occur, but the consensus among 
| well informed men appears to be that the 
plan, although feasible, is not practicable. 
Different commissions now handle certain affairs coming within their 
jurisdictions throughout the entire metropolitan district, and all the 
towns within that district are paying the expenses hereby incurred. 
In order to make the work of a metropolitan council, provided for in 
the Greater Boston plans, entirely effective, a uniform system of 
accounting ir the different cities and towns would be required, and 
this would be a manifest impossibility unless the records of every 
municipality were open to inspection by the council. Any other 
arrangement would be unfair, apparently, to the places that affliated 
with “Real Boston,” and, possibly, to those that refused to do so. 

It is not too much to hope, however, that influential civic leaders 
who now fail to see any good in the “Real Boston” plan will come 
to understand annexation is not contemplated, that not a single one 
of the cities or towns need fear the loss of its identity or individuality, 
that it is not for municipal Boston alone that exponents of the agree- 
ment are working, but that they are striving to promote the interests 
of the forty-odd municipalities comprising the entire district. 

Although citizens of some outlying towns may still think the 
plan is designed to exploit municipal Boston at the expense of other 
places nearby, it 1s easy enough to see that any commercial or indus- 
trial growth resulting from use of the largest possible census figures 
would help all the cities and towns 1n the metropolitan district. It 
hardly seems necessary to emphasize again the tact that metropolitan 
Boston already is recognized. Federation between its cities and 
towns has existed for vears, since the pooling of certain interests 
under state commissions for the purpose of developing public utilities. 
The $80,000,000 already expended by those cemmissions furnishes 
strong evidence that benefits thus secured could be duplicated in other 


with general approval. 

In fact, the results of commission government are speaking for 
themselves and apparently the system is nowhere on the defensive. 
From all over the country come similar stories of party lines oblit- 
erated under the new charters, economies effected where they never 
were possible before, public improvements carried out at last by 
honest and judicious use of city funds, full municipal treasuries 
and satisfaction among the voters. What better testumony can be 
desired? We hold no brief for the commission form of govern- 
ment, but the truth must be recognized that wherever that system, 
as outlined in the Des Moines charter, has been applied to municipal 
government in America, there has since been no general wish 
expressed for a return to the old conditions. On the other hand,

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atus for.mutual aid and protection in the case of urgent need. ‘This 
“running card” method had been used generally in Boston for some 
time previous to 1909, but early in that year the extension of it 
began, and as now applied it stands for complete and economical 
cooperation anywhere within Greater Boston in the event of a 
conflagration. 

Such an instance is only one of several exemplifying the manner 
in which Greater Boston has partly organized for the benefit of its 
different parts. The possibility, even advisability, of having such 
agreements in regard to other matters of common interest ‘may also 
be regarded as apparent. It seems illogical to dispute the statement 
that estimating population on the total figures for Greater Boston 
would benefit the whole district industrially, without any harmful 
effects. If some of the nearby towns took the initiative steps by 
strongly favoring a reciprocal arrangement of this sort, would not 
the dissidents gradually join in the movement as they began to under- 
stand what it meant to the trade of the entire district,. including their 
own communities? “Real Boston” may not be best served by an 
agreement between a few cities, but it is too early to see anything but 
encouragement in the progress made. At the same time it is well 
to consider every phase of the problem and meet new obstacles as 
they arise. Closer inspection of this “Real Boston” proposition in 
towns where it is encountering opposition may put it in a favorable 
light.

the exportation of this article, Americans familiar with the facts 
must have been impressed again with the carelessness that charac- 
terized the state and national attitude toward the exploitation ot 
the magnificent phosphate mines of the South, and especially those 
of Florida. Here was natural fertilizing material in quantities that, 
if property husbanded, might meet the needs of the country tor 
generations. The fields fell into private ownership, however, where 
they remain to this day, and the aim of private ownership in 
phosphate is exactly what it is in coal, copper, silver and gold 
mining; that is, the uncovering and marketing of the product tm 
the speediest manner possible, with a view rather te immediate 
dividends for the few than to the remoter interests and needs ot 
the many. 

Of course, the belief was common throughout tins country 
that the soil, particularly in the West, would never demand tertiliza- 
tion. It would be hardly fair to blame the state and national 
governments where the people themselves were so heedless of future 
possibilities. At all events, tramp steamers from foreign lands 
have long been able to draw upon the phosphate beds of Florida 
to the extent of their carrying capacity. For vears the leading 
industry of Florida has been not fruit or vegetable production, but 
phosphate mining. Statistics on the subject show that trom 185s, 
the beginning of actual mining, to 1908, 12,000,000 tons of phos- 
phate to the value of $48,000,000 were mined. In the last-named 
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year the production was 1.692.101 long tons. valued at SS8.484.000. 
The industry has grown since the first discovery of pebble phos- 
phate on the Peace river. Since then rock phosphate has been 
discovered in Marion and Polk counties. 

How long the Florida phosphate fields will continue to yield 
is a question, but of greater interest at the present time its thie
